The Normal School. 
* ■ 
. The Roanoke H erald has a ju st ap- 
pieciation of the importance of the 
norm al schools as a 'part of the pub­ 
lic school system. I t says: 
. The appropriation for the public 
schools aivd norm al colleges should 
be made as liberal as the finances of 
the State will allow. 
The jiorm al 
colleges especially 
should receive 
the fostering care of the State. They 
are doing great work in the upbuild­ 
ing of the'State. Our norm al schools 
and colleges are turning out a num ­ 
ber of thoroughly equipped teachers, 
who are heroically leading in the 
great onslaught against ignorance 
and Illiteracy. The future welfare of 
the State is in the hands of the 
school teachers. The am ount of the 
appropriations for th e norm al col­ 
leges and public schools for the past 
two years should be increased rath er 
than dim inished. The legislature of 
Alabama should take no step bad v- 
ward, but should pus'h Alabama for­ 
w ard as the leader .in ..the-vanguard 
of education.

for better prices the farmers have not 
spent as muo’a money as they would 
have done otherwise.

Birmingham Age-IIei-ald. 
President Eldridge of the Normal 
College at Troy, spell it “ catalog.” 
The “ catalog” then, -which is pho-: 
netic and correct, of th a t school is 
on our table. 
An introductory statem ent in that 
catalog has some points of interest 
just now, when the legislature is 
considering a proposition to take the 
life of all norm al schools. 
It is not likely, however, th at so 
sensible a body of m en will do a 
thing so foolish, because the argu­ 
ment in favor of'norm al education is 
wholly irresistible. 
After recouuting the origin of nor­ 
mal schools in. the busy and philau- 
thropic brain of Pestaiozzi a century 
ago, President Eldridge 
gives us 
some facts of today. The first one in 
this country -u’-as established at Lex­ 
ington, Mass., in 1838, an.d still fio ur- 
ishes. Several have bcien added iu 
that State, and every N ew England 
State m aintaining two o-rmore. New' 
York founded her first norm al school 
in 184-5, and now has tw elve State 
colleges and normal depa-i tm ents in 
many of her city public sohool sys­ 
tems. She appropriates. $1S,000 per 
annum to each of her tw el ve State 
colleges, and books, tuition a.ud trav­ 
elling expenses one way are free to 
all students taking the obligation to 
teach. To quote from Presidei it Ei- 
dridge: 
“Eor the training of teachers, INew 
York, by State and oity approp.via- 
tions, pays annually not less ü ia n 
$300,000, or 'about .half w hat A'iaba- 
ma pays for all educational purp oaes. 
New York has about three time s the 
population of Alabama, but.pay's ten 
times as much for the training o.f her 
teachers, and for all educational pur­ 
poses about th irty tim es as m-ach. 
Of course, she is abler to do than. 
Alabama, but. New York ohiliiren 
need not education more than Ala­ 
bam a children, and Alabam a scltools 
need just as -well trained teachers 
as New York sch'ools, and -svhile 
Alabama '..i not as able 'as New York 
to do, is she not able to do much 
more than she is now doing? E very 
one of the Middle and Noith-western 
States has from - one to fifteen State 
and city norm al .schools, and even 
the new mountain States and terri­ 
tories have well equipped normal 
schools. ■ W ithin the past tw enty 
years normal schools have spread 
over all,the South, Georgia being the 
last to fall into line. • 
“Alabama 
has 
seven 
normal 
schools, and in num bers leads all the 
Southern States, but the appropria­ 
tion in all is below the average of 
other States, which cannot be put 
at less than about $10,000 per school 
for current expenses alone, to say 
nothing of buildings th at cost all the 
way from $20,000 to $300,000, an ex­ 
pense not incurred by the State in 
Alabama, but by the locality ol the 
school, which is a proper thing, too. 
No State has ever«adoptcd a nor- 
mai school system.and then repealed 
and abandoned it, though fifty years 
have been given to test the first at­ 
tempts. 
“In the States th at have had them 
the .longest they are the strongest 
and constantly strengthening.” 
As proving the value of these nor­ 
mal schools, this-; catalogue makes a 
fine showing for the work done at 
Troy in three years 
The total num ber -wh'q have re­ 
ceived n o rm al'traihiag i s - 467. Of 
these 177 have gone fortli to teach iu 
the following counties: 
• Genevn, Coffee, Covington, E s­ 
cambia, Butler, - Crenshaw, . Pike, 
Dale, 
H enry, Barbourj 
Bullock, 
Montgomery,. Lowndes, Autauga, 
Macou, Russell, Lee, 
Chambers, 
Shelby, Jefferson, Calhoun, Madison 
and others. 
President Eldridge makes the fol­ 
lowing point in favor of the normal 
schools, to which attention has not 
been particularly.directed: 
“Those who favor the abolition of 
normal schools 
are. perhaps not 
a-ware th at the Peabody fund interest 
on $2,000,000 is anpually distributed 
in the Southern States, 'excluding 
four. 
Alabama'.comes in for her 
share. 
“ As per Dr. Curry’s announcem ent 
before the Alabam a legislature in 
February, 1SS9,’ and since in the pub­ 
lished proceedings of the board of 
Peabody trustees, the schools for the 
training of teachers will get most of 
these funds, lim iting to State nor­ 
mal schools and institutes. 
I t is 
likewise understood th at the entire 
fund of over $2,000.000 is to be dis­ 
tributed prior to 19Ó0, largely as en- 
do-wments 
to 
teachers’ 
tniining 
schools. 
“ Alabama now gets several thou­ 
sand dollars annually from this fund 
for tsaehers’ training schools, and 
can certainly hope to receive a large 


apportionment of the main body of 
the fund a very few years hence if 
she fosters these schools. B ut the 
Peabody trustees announce, too, ihat 
they will confine their aid to State 
normals in the main, and w ill act on 
the prinieiple of helping ihoae who 
help themselves.

Washington, Jan. 5.—The action 
of the Senate in displacing the elec­ 
tions bill with the ‘financial bill;, was 
a complete surprise to the friends of 
theformer measure, and several of 
the Republican silver Senators who 
voted for the measure, say it was 
without prior knowledge on their 
part. So far as can be learned, the 
arrangement to displace the bill was 
not definitely effected until some 
time after the Senate met though 
there had been quite a consultation 
prior to today on the subject. It is 
understood that Senators ¡ Stewart 
and Teller were the prime movers of 
the scheme. 
The matter was kept 
so quiet'that Mr. Wilson, of Iowa, 
dldn’kknow what motion was made. 
Senator Shoup was told not to go 
away as something of interest to sil­ 
ver was to take place, hut says he 
didn’t know what it was that was 
going to take place. 
The Democrats are rejoicing over 
the displacement of the election bill, 
andbhink It has received its death 
blow. The financial bill must now 
be displaced by a direct vote and has 
the advantage heretofore occupied by 
the election bill. 
It has the right of 
way. 
The resolution to bring the fight to 
an end was reached suddenly by the 
silver Senators and was precipitated 
by the decision to hold a Republican 
caucus tonight. 
Edmunds was asked later in the 
day how he regarded 'the position of 
the ftnaucial bill.' 
He admitted that 
under the rules the bill will beu-n-; 
finished business until disposed of, 
and he rdded that the motion today 
was a total surprise to him. 
Inquiry among other Repi$blican 
Senators develops the fact that they 
ware utterly taken aback at theMis.- 
placement of the bill. One Western 
Senator who personally regards the 
bill with indifference, bat who *was 
not willing to abandon it now that it 
was a party measure, said the friends 
of the bill did not know what to 
-think now forthey-.had not had time 
‘to conSi'tler the’sitífatió*. .The Sen­ 
ator said he regarded the vote as de­ 
cisive of the fate of the bill and that 
was the opinion of a majority of his 
colleagues with whom he had talked. 
Mr. Spooner, one of the foremost 
advocates of the elections bill was 
seen, but would say nothing. 
Mr. Jones, of Nevada, -returned to 
she oitj today and the decision to 
hold a caucus coupled with the arri­ 
val of • Mr. Jones for whom Mr. 
Stewart had been waiting resulted in 
the determination to bring the m at­ 
ter to an immediate issue. .One of 
the silver Senators said it had been 
decided last week to bring on the 
fight this week but it was kept quiet, 
and the decision as to when the fight 
would be commenced and when to 
make the motion and in what form 
was not arrived at until the Senate 
convened this morning. 


HOW IT CAME ABOUT. 
The fatal accident to Hoar’s hobby 
was caused by b>s extra effort to pass 
it. He was, indeed, canght in his 
own trap. On Saturday he and Ed­ 
munds telegraphed to ail the absent 
Republican senators to be here to­ 
day, in order to aid in briil^ing the 
elections bill to a vote. One of the 
most urgent telegrams was sent to 
Senator Jones, of Nevada, who was 
in New York. 


AND JONES CAME IN . 
Senator Jones c.»me. Ho reached 
here early this morning. The first 
men he met in the Senate "was his 
colleagues, Senators Stewart, Wal­ 
cott and , Teller. The tkree imine- 
■liateiy commenced discussing, the 
chances of free coinage' in the near 
future. Teller expressed the opinion 
that Hoar, Sherman and others were 
using the force bUl to head off free 
coinage, and that if they were al­ 
lowed to proceed in the way they 
had been going much long r, there 
would be financial legislature this 
session.- Senators Jones, Walcott 
and Stewart agreed th at Teller was 
correct. 
. - 
“Wfc will end this to-day,” said 
Senator Jones, “if you gentlemen 
will eonssnt.” 
- 
Then Senator Jones mapped out 
his programme. .It was to antagon­ 
ize the force hill with the financial 
bill, when Hoar ealled up the former.' 
Jones believed the silver men, could 
win. 
The other three senators 
agreed. The four senators were in 
the rear of the oha mber when this 
scheme was concocted. 
Walcott 
agreed to notify Senator Gorman, 


the Democratic leader, of what was 
to he done, ann inBl.riiofed him *o 
^ave his forces, ready. Jones, Teller 
and Stewart were to work on the 
western Republicans and get assist­ 
ance. The scheme was worked so 
quickly that np'.one on the outside 
had the faintest. idea of what was 
going’ on. . Hoar, Sherman, Ed­ 
munds, Spooner, and the other force 
bill senators were densely ignorant 
of the proposed Republican rebel­ 
lion. 
. HOW HOARVWAS TAKEN IN, 
Indeed, Hoar'seemed particularly 
happy. He had just had Mr. Mc­ 
Connell, the ^second , new senator 
from Idaho, swdrn in, and was con­ 
gratulating hirnself that- the Repab- 
licans now , hafii- fourteen majority. 
He was also counting on the caucus 
called for to-night adopting his plan 
for passing the force bill. Granny 
Hoar’s face was,; indeed, radiant 
with smiles. He was happy. 
At 
last the trivial matters that occupy 
the first hour of the Senate every 
day were concluded. Yioe-Preaident 
Morton had gone down to.lunch, and 
Senator Harris,.pf Tennessee, was in 
the chair. It was after 2 o’clock, and 
as the vote on a local bill was an­ 
nounced, Senator Hoar called up the 
elections bill, as is the usual daily 
custom. 
He yielded the floor to 
Senator George, of Mississippi, to 
conclude his speech, eommeneed last 
week, in defense of the new constitu­ 
tion of Mississippi. 
THU BOMB IS THROWN. 
When George took the floor Sena­ 
tors Jones, Stewart, Walcott and 
Teller formed a group in the rear. In 
an instant Senator Stswart wa.« on 
his feet. 
*‘Mr. Speaker,” he cried, “I move 
the Senate proceed to the considera­ 
tion of tbe bill ito provide against 
the contraction of the currency.” 
If a bomb had exploded there could 
aot have been a greater sensatign. 
Hoar rushed to the front to declare 
the motion not in order, as Senator 
George had the floor. 
“ 
But I yield to the senator from 
Nevada,”‘kaid Mr. George. 
“ Mr. President,” shouted Hoar, 
his face turn^g pale. 
‘ " ‘A motion to consider a bill is npt 
debatable,” quickly ruled Senator 
Harris from the chair. 
“Does'iihe-' sé'tj,atcT'"from l^issix- 
sippi,” cried Hoar, completely terri­ 
fied as he ran to the front, ‘'mean to 


• At this instant Senator Gortnan 
cried out firmly: 
“This question is notdebatable. I 
insist on the roll being called.” 
The clerk proceeded to call the roll, 
just as Vice-President Morton rushed 
in from the restaurant with a napkin 
in his hand, and the bone of a quail’s 
leg between his teeth. A page had 
rushed to him from Hoar, and he 
had bounded into the chamber at 
cyclonic speed. He could do noth­ 
ing. He could have done nothing 
had he been there all the time. Hoar 
was both angry and frightened. As 
the vote proceeded his face would 
first flush, then it would turn pale. 
Jones, of Nevada, was the first Re­ 
publican to vote aye, with the Demo­ 
crats, who were voting solidly for 
Stewart’s motion to take up the sil- 
ver-hill.*. The force bill faction were 
surprised at this, but when McCon­ 
nell and Shoup, tbe two new Idaho 
men, went with Jones, Stewart, Mc­ 
Connell and Shoup' were followed 
by those of Teller, Stanford, Wash­ 
burn and Walcott, making eight Re­ 
publicans in all Who wanted the 
force bill sidetracked and the silver 
brought out. 
All during the roll call there was 
the most Intense excitement; both on 
the floor and in the galleries. When 
the president announeed Stewart’s 
motion had been carried by 34 to 29, 
there was general applause. 
The Democrats were jubilant,while 
Hoar retired from the hall and left 
tlie capítol. It m lant the practical 
defeat of the force bill, for, now that 
the silver bill is-up, it must be con- 
gidered by the Senate in preference 
to all other business until disposed 


0 Í, or until the Senate, by a major­ 
ity vote, ‘displaces it for the consider­ 
ation of other business, just like the 
force bill was displaced. to-day. 
The vote was, taken by yeas and 
nays, and the motion was agreed to 
—yeas 34, nays 29. '■ 
Mr.: Sherman said that the.sudden 
and unexpected change of scene and 
the introduction of a now topic of de­ 
bate should .not allovr the revolution­ 
ary measure now proposed (by Mr. 
Stewart’s am endinent) to pass with­ 
out the serious and sober attention 
of ¿very senator. The fact that there 
had been an unexpected defection in 
the Republieaa party would relieve 
the minority of this body 'from . its 
responsibility if it supported that 
measure. He appealed to the sober 
sense of responsibility on the Demo­ 
cratic side of the chamber against a 
measure which he regarded as revo­ 
lutionary and dangerous,- and the 
effect of which (if it should become a 
I law) would be mere destructive than 
that of any measure that had been 
proposed for years. 
Messrs. Stewart and Reagan re­ 
plied to Mr. Sherman, and Mr.

Onr Normal Schools. 


The Hayneville Citizen-Examiner 
is a thoughtful paper given to pub­ 
lishing 
well-considered editorials. 
Hence what, it 
says on 
normal 
schools ¡8 entitled to weight. The 
following is from its last issue: 
“In North Carolina there is a loud 
clamoring foir-j.ppropriations for nor­ 
mal schools. At the annual conven­ 
tion of county superintendents of 
public instruction which met iu Ral­ 
eigh on the 20th of December, a reso­ 
lution was unanimously adopted re­ 
questing the legislature to establish 
regular training schools for male and 
female teachers. 
“In Alabama efforts along this 
line are in an opposite direction. We 
hope t'nose who are so strenuously 
opposing Normal schools in this 
State are acting not through a purely 
selfish motive, but are misguided.

Some men are opposed to any schools 
supported by the State, upon the 
ground that they should not be taxed 
to support another m an’s children. 
This is the narrowest of selfishness 
and altogether blind, for when you 
educate Smith’s child which must 
associate with yours, you educate 
your own. Besides it sboKld he re- 
inembered 
that the 
infiuehce of 
Smit'n’s child upon yours, in nine 
cases out of ten will be greater than 
your own. 
The influence of com­ 
rades upon .each other is stronger 
than that of a man who belongs to 
another generation. Give us publio 
schools and normal schools. A phy­ 
sician trained for his profession is 
more to he reUcd «pon than oue un­ 
trained. So it is with teachers.. In 
the language of the immortal Hugo, 
“ Society is ffesponaibie for its own 
darkness.” Let ns do nothing to ob­ 
struct the light.

WHICH AFFAIRS AT THE CAPITAL 
. HATE TAKEN. 


Hoar Has Ackuo-ivledgeil Defeat and 
Admits that There Is No Use of 
Making Any fa rth e r W rangie Over 
the Force Rill. 


W a s ii-INGTON, 
Jan. 
7.—Senator 
H oar to-day adm itted that the action 
of the Senate yesterday ended the 
force bill fight. 
“ There is no use in my pushing 
this bill any further,” he said. “ The 
eight Republican senators who voted 
w ith the Democrats yesterday are 
against the bill, and it would be use­ 
less now to attem pt to pass it.” 
H oar and Edm unds having given 
up the fight, all the Republicans now 
agree th at the bill is dead. The De­ 
mocrats ere of the same opinion, but 
they do not wish to appear too con­ 
fident ju st now. H enry Cabot Lodge 
and Senator H oar were loud in de- 
nounoing a trade between the Demo­ 
crats and the free coinage Republi­ 
cans to-day. All the Democrats and 
Senator Teller vigorously denied the 
charge. 
Hoar, however, says that 
Teller w ill never be abie to persuade 
the country that he did not make a 
trade. 
However that may be, the 
force bill is dead, and H oar is buried 
with it. 
The old Granny went to the W hite 
House- this morning to discuss the 
defeat of his pet measure v/ith the 
President. Harrison was as ir&d as 
a hornet, and threatened dire venge­ 
ance upon the Republican senators 
who rebelled. He insisted that Hoar 
should bring the bill before the Sen­ 
ate again if possible and have a vote 
upon it. 
Hoar, however, replied 
that it would be useless to make such 
an attem pt, as itw ould be impossible 
to force a vote with the opposition, 
as strong as it was demonstrated to 
be yesterday. 
“ Yesterday’s -work kills the Re­ 
publican party,” H oar is reported to 
ha,-v:e said, when, he left the President 
this morning. 
The advocates of the force bill hav­ 
ing abandoned that entirely have 
now turned their attention to defeat­ 
ing the free coinage bill into the de­ 
bate of which the Senate has now 
plunged. 
B ut the 
free coinage 
am endm ent to the financial bill is 
practically certain to pass the Senate 
by a large m ajority. The chances 
aré likewise favorable to its adop­ 
tion by the House. Reed defeated 
it last session by arbitrary rulings, 
but he has positively refused to exer­ 
cise his power as speaker to prevent 
a vote on free coinage this time. He 
is disgusted with the ingratitude 
shown by. the President for w hat he 
did last session, and has frankly in­ 
formed the anti-free coinage senator.s 
that he w ill not be a party to any 
more dirty work to save the Presi­ 
dent from having to sign or veto a 
free coinage bill. A majority of the 
House, like the Senate, favors free 
coinage, and unless the bill is smoth­ 
ered in the House committee on coin­ 
ages, the chances are Mr. Harrison 
will either have it to sign or veto. 
The silver men say Harrison will not 
dare veto it. They say he will prob­ 
ably sign it, and at the same time 
send in a message stating that his 
signature is given under protest. The 
discussion over the bill in the Senate 
will probably last two weeks.

THE WORLD’S GREATEST MAN. 


Kow He Iisspired Fear in Even the 
Bravest. 


From the New York Tribune. 
From the opening of his career 
Napoleon inspired fear in all who 
approached him. 
W hat this fear 
was Madame de Stael has told us, 
and it would not be possible to im­ 
prove on her vivid description or her 
piercing analysis of the strange char­ 
acter before which she felt herself 
humbled and subjected. 
She saw 
him first on his return to France 
after the treaty of Campo-Formio. 
To a feeling of admiration, she says, 
there 
quickly succeeded a very 
marked sentim ent of.fear. “Y'et,” 
she proceeds, ‘‘he had at this time no 
power, and it was even thought that 
he was threatened by the dark sus­ 
picious of the directory.” There was 
in his position, therefore, no reason 
for such a feeling as she experienced. 
The fear she felt “was only caused by 
the singular effect of his personality 
upon nearly all who approached 
him .” Then she dissects this effect 
subtly: “ I have seen men worthy 
of all respect; I have also seen brutal 
m en; but there was something in the 
impression made upon me by Bona­ 
parte which recalled neither of these. 
I very soon perceived that bis char­ 
acter could not be defined by the 
conventional terms in common use; 
he was neither good nor bad, nor 
gentle nor cruel, in the ordinary 
m eaning of the words. Such a be­ 
ing having no peer could neither, ex­ 
perience resentm ent nor sym pathy; 
he -was either more or less than a 
m an; his attitude, his spirit,his lan­ 
guage, are evidences of an .alien na­ 
ture. * » Instead of becoming re­ 
assured at seeing Bonaparte often, I 
grew more apprehensive the more I 
saw of him . I felt, in a confused 
way, tliat no emotion of the heart 
could touch him. He looks upon a 
hum an creature as a fact or thing, 
and not as his own like. H e neither 
bates nor loves; for him nothing ex­ 
ists but him self: all the rest of the 
■world are mere ciphers.”

Irrepressible Donnelly in His 
Fiivorite Role. 


S t . P a u l , Jan. G.—In the Legisla­ 
ture the House stands: Democratic 
43, Republican 40, and Alliance 31. 
One ballot was cast to-day for speak­ 
er, resulting: F. E. Searls, Repub­ 
lican, 41; H . C. Stivers, Democrat, 
40; E. T. Champlin, Alliance, 31. 
The House then adjourned. In the 
Senate, after the installm entof Sena­ 
tor Ignatius Donnelly, the Alliance 
leader moved to take a recess until 3 
p. m. This w.as carried by a vote of 
30 to 23. W hen the Senate reassem­ 
bled at 3 o’clock it was to elect offi­ 
cers who had already been decided 
on by a conference com mittee of the 
Alliance and Democrats, F. N. Van- 
dusen, Alliance candidate for secre­ 
tary, headed the list, and the Demo­ 
crats and Alliance candidates were 
elected by a vote of 37 to 25. 
Then came a hot parliam entary 
battle over the rules, in which Igna- 
natius Donnelly was the sole spokes­ 
man for the Alliance and Democrats 
and John Day Sm ith chief speaker 
for the Republicans. Senator Don- 
ricdiy insisted that inasm uch as the 
Alliance-Demoerats combine was in 
the m ajority, the committees on rail­ 
way, grain and warehouses shouid 
be farmers, and when Senator Smith 
moved, to have last session’s rules 
continue and committees be appoint­ 
ed to decide on perm anent rules, he 
objected vigorously. H e contended 
that the m ajority should elect com­ 
mittees and nothing-ahould be done 
to allow their appointm ent in the 
customary w ay by the lieutenant- 
governor, since th at official was'of a 
different political faith from himself 
[Donneilyl and the m ajority of the 
Senate. H e considered this but the 
beginning of the battle to death with 
corporations and he was ready to 
light. 
A resolution was adopted 
practically carrying out Donnelly’s 
vie-ws. 
The parties in the House are as far 
from any compromise as ever, 
d e ­ 
mocrats and Alliaucemen have been 
in communication with each other 
through conference committees ail 
the afternoon and still at it to-night, 
but neither seems inclined to yield 
and both w ant the speakership. The 
fact that they have managed to fuss 
in the Senate may have a tendency 
tp bring them together in the House.

To this end the executive comiait- 
tuittee is instructed to raise $8,000 for 
the purpose of erecting the necessary 
buildings at the new location. 
This is an important undertaking, 
and its success, we are assured, is in 
a large measure depenuent on the 
Christian women of our State, an-d 
we trust that they w ill aid us in 
every possible way in the good work. 
"When we consider that the com­ 
mittee must this year raise not only 
the amount necessary for the sup­ 
port of the forty-four orphans now- 
under our care—say $4,000~but also 
the $8,000 required for the new build­ 
ings, the work does indeed seem

One very serioug "deficiency in the 
education oí the average gir! is her 
. ignorance of the orUinarj- afiairs ot 
life. N early every man, whatever 
, hia profession, has a general knowl­ 
edge of these things; he knows how 
the new building goes up, .under- 
■ stands the principle of the steam en­ 
gine,-can tell why crops are rotated 
or explain the construction of a sus­ 
pension bridge. As a result he finds 
everywhere suggestions for thought, 
and his sympathies trained in m auj‘ 
directions. 'This is because, wheu he 
was an-intelligent boj', his atteutiou 
was continually called to these things 
—a course of action which would 
never have been thought of had he 
been m erely an intelligent girl. There 
is a feeling that all this kind of in­ 
formation is superfluous, if not posi­ 
tively out of place, in the training of 
young girls; so they grow up with 
their fields of observation aud read­ 
ing narrowed to a mininauin, saja a 
w riter in K ate Field’s W ashington. 
On account of these letter ignorances 
they find themselves surrounded by 
a world full of mysteries, of which 
. 
the least uñiatelügible are clothes 
and servants. Is it any wonder th.at 
.they fall back persistently upon the 
few concrete interests tvhicU seem to 
be within reach of .their understand­ 
ing?

read novels.” Well, they read them 
for the reason that men do, because 
novels are the best expression of the 
quality of modern life; and they 
read more of them than most men 
can, because they have more leisure.

THE FORCE BILL’S 


The St. Lotfis GIobe-Democrat pub­ 
lishes a special fiispfftch from Pitts­ 
burg that is exceedingly interesting 
to ail the South. 
The special goes on to say that “ the 
American Manufacture:-, Joseph D. 
Weeks, editor, in Friday’s issue will 
throw' cqnsideriti^e light upon the 
subject of the gc,jióral shut-down of 
pig iron iurnacci/Mu Shenango aud 
Mahoning valleys.” 
• 
. 
Mr. Weeks is.thus quoted: 
“ The first reason given by the fur­ 
nace owners why -they cannot con­ 
tinue operations under present condi­ 
tions is the large am ount of Southern 
iron now being shipped into that dis­ 
trict. 
They assert th at since May 
20, 1890, from 40,000 to 50,000 tons of 
this iron" has been received in the 
valieysVdisplacing an equal amount 
of local production, which is now 
filled at tbe furnaces. For mouths a 
fair quality of Southern iron was de­ 
livered at the Youngstown mills for 
M’h and at this price large sales were 
made. Last week'the prices quoted' 
were $13.2-5al3.8-5 j_for Alabama pig, 
of a quality which perm its of the run 
of 25 per cent., as a m ixture is mak­ 
ing a very good grade of bar iron. 
.Southern furnaeds are enabled to en­ 
ter the valley mnrkets mainly be­ 
cause ot tbe co-operation of the raii- 
roads. Southern railroads virtually 
enter into partnership with the fur­ 
nace men by hauling material and 
products under the sliding-scale ar­ 
rangement. 
In /this way iron is 
hauled from Birmingham, Ala., to 
Youngstown, O.;^^ distance of about 
800 miles, for $■140 per ton. Tbe rate 
paid on pig.irottTrom Youngstown to 
Pittsburg, ■ 64 miles, is 80 cents per 
ton. In the one case this is 
cent a 
ton a mile, in the other i.23e. In 
moving furnace supplies' tbe South­ 
ern roads again : favor the furnace 
men. Pocahontas coke is sent Into 
the Gbaltanooga^ystriet at the cost 
of Connellsville.&ike in the Mahon­ 
ing and Shenango valleys, though 
the distance in the one case is 424 
miles and the other 130. In many 
eases Scathern pig iron has to bear 
but one profit, while the Northern 
producer must pay a profit on each 
of his raw materials. The sliding- 
scale, which fixes freight rates ac­ 
cording to the selling price of the 
iron, is another illustration of the 
manner in which Southern railway 
companies co-operate with furnace 
owners. In selling ahead-furnaces 
are protected by the railroads, even 
if in affording such protection the 
sliding-scale has to be suspended. 
As the Mahoning and Shenango val­ 
leys have paid as high as $250,000 a 
month in freights, furnace men there 
hold that they should be protected 
from Southern competition by mak­ 
ing the rate on iron from the South 
commensurate with that on iron go­ 
ing out of the valleys. Moreover, 
they hold that the railroads, in giv­ 
ing advantages which enable them 
to secure one ton of freight from the 
South, lose three tons, they would 
get by protecting the trade in the 
valleys. In answer to the argument 
that they are being squeezed out by 
the inevitable -changes in the trade 
and the natural advantages of newer 
districts, the valley furnace men say 
that, being*situated midway between 
the ore and colie’ klpplies'; with the 
best facilities for distribution, they 
should be able to produce iron in 
competition with any part of the 
North, arid would do so were they 
protected from Southern inroads.” 
The Mami faolu rer states that three- 
fourths of the furnaces have already 
shut down, and that the remaindeT 
will close do-morrow. 
This will 
throw 10,000 men- out of work.

My Dear Sir—I have read w ith interest 
your esteem ed circular letter ol the 2tth 
Inst, o n 'th 4 subject of the new “campaign 
of education” undertaken by the Tribune. 
Yon will pardon me for expressing the coi,- 
Tlotlon th at the movem ent le m uch like 
looking the stable door afler th e hors? has 
been stolen. 
Three years ago I pleaded 
very hard w ith leading Eastern protection­ 
ists to m eet the flood of free trade propa­ 
ganda In the South, and to spend some rea­ 
sonable effort and m eans In th e encourage­ 
m ent of the strong, respectable, but unor­ 
ganized protection sentim ent In our m ineral 
States. At th a t tim e I knew num bers of 
Southern bu.slness men who were Republi­ 
cans a t heart, and who would have come to 
the front w ith enthusiasm and force if the 
party had offered .any guarantee th a t the 
next Republican adm inistration would turn 
Its back upon the objectionable negro and 
white people who then held control of the 
party organization In the South. 
Such a 
policy would certainly have led to th e for­ 
m ation of a strong, intelligent and wealthy 
phalanx of protectionists to stand by your 
party organization, strong enough to have 
dom inated several once donbtful States in 
this section. 
A t the tim e I write of, leading members of 
the Am erican Protection Tariff League held 
out the Idea th at should the Republican 
party win in the Impending presidential 
c-irapaign, som ething not only tangible, but 
treat, would be done to bring out the latent 
protectionism here and party leaders were 
at the same period profuse in prom ises that 
a reorganization of the party in the m ineral 
.Southern States would be accomplished In 
such a w.ay as to give control to respectable 
elem ents of society, and to m ake It possible 
for decent people to take active interest in 
party affairs. 
These prospects and promises encourageif 
us greatly, and especially after a delegation 
of prom inent protectioni.sts visited Presi­ 
dent-elect H arrison a t Indianapolis, and re­ 
ceived satisfactory nssnrance as to w hat 
would be the policy of his adm inistration 
in the m atter. A Southera Protecilve Tariff 
League was p u t in process of organization. 
Leading, cultivated and wealthy m en In the 
Virginias, JJorth Carolina, Tennessee, Ala­ 
bam a and Louisiana were acl Ively engaged 
in the movem ent. A call for a convention 
a t Chattanooga was printed and ready to 
send out. The w riter, in conjunction with 
several others, commenced th e publication 
of the “Southern Protectionist.” IVe ap­ 
pealed to the N orthern organization for.as­ 
sistance to push this educator everywhere 
throughout th e South. We were told that 
all the money of the N orthern cult would be 
needed for th e congressional elections of 
1891, and th a t If-ws wanted to undertake any 
Southern propaganda, wo m ust And the 
moans ourselves. 
N ext It became manifest very soon after 
the inauguration of President H arrison th at 
tbe i>arty organization In the South was not 
to be changed, th a t none of the assurances 
extended to the Southern protectionists were 
to be given practical cflect. The elements 
generally recognized were quite as had as 
ever. Conviction universal on those points 
dissolved our embryo Southern Protective 
Tariff League. We stopped publishing the 
Protectionist and suspended the fight. Then 
the force bill gave the coup de grace to the 
whole thing. Republicans encaged In every 
departm ent of m aterial development, pro­ 
duction o r trade everywhere pratested unani- 
mously against the bill. Their protests have 
been unheeded. .Except as to negroes and 
a few Republicans, the Republican party 
died !u ths South w ith the force bill. Re- 
spectahle men of affairs and fam iiy—minors, 
m anufaeturers-and m erchantsw ln this sec- 
tion m uch prefer a low tariff, w ithout the 
force bill, to a high tariff w tih th e force blU, 
and consequent race and social disturbances. 
You "Will fled th a t the thinking Republlonns 
here "who understand the social question of 
the section m uch better than E astern doc­ 
trinaires caa be expected to would not be 
well pleased to have their Interests aud pro­ 
gress attacked by a national party which Is 
only hum.i Utarian In the case of the negro, 
w'Dlle it is at th e same m om ent highly and 
violently utilitarian in oppressio.n of other 
colored races, even in fne extent of violation 
of solemn treaty obligations. 
In short, w hat w ith Indifference a t a time 
w'uen action m ight have been productive of 
good; w ith th a violation of prom ises and 
the com m itm ent ef the party Irretrievably 
to a policy vastly obnoxious lo every ele­ 
m ent of decency In the South, our Northern 
protectionists and Republicans have at a 
blow m urdered protection and respectable 
Republicanism In all the Southern States, 
w ith th e conditions of which the w riter Js at 
all fam iliar. Both eiem cnts ate dead beyond 
the power or a arst-olass mi,-aole. Y’ou will 
only waste your money in trying to work on 
them In any of the com m onwealths 1 have 
nam ed above.

MORE PARTICULARS OF SHERIFF, 
JONES’ MURDER. 


R a n b o l t h , Jan. 12.—On last Sat­ 
urday at-10 p. m. one of the m ost 
brutal murders known in ihe :hsstory 
of this county took place in the town 
of Randolph, Bibb county, Alabam a.' 
It will be remembered th at some 
time in October, .1890, M r.rW , B. 
Head, one of Bibb county’s best citi­ 
zens, was shot and killed by Jim 
Tate. Taíü fled from the county, and 
a reward of $400 was offered for his 
capture. A few days ago IHr. R. H. 
Jones, sherifl of Jackson parish, 
Louisiana, arrested Tate, and the 
sheriff, Mr. O. P. Head and the pris­ 
oner arrived here Saturday night, 
stepped off tbe train and started to 
the hotel, ivben 
some unknown 
party shot and killed Sheriff Jones. 
W hen the sherifl fell Tate made a 
leap, snatching the chain from the 
hands of the sheriff and made his 
escape. 
There is a standing reward of $400 
for Tate, and the citizens of Bibb 
county have doubled the reward, 
making $800. Tate is about 25 or SO 
years old, weight about 135 pounds, 
and has dark broirn eyes close to­ 
gether, dark sandy hair and a little 
stoop shouldered. 
On account of this m an Tate two 
good citizens have lost their lives. 
Sheriff Jones died praying for the 
man th at shot him . I t is to be hoped 
that every good citizen'-of Alabama 
will do his duty to bring this m ur­ 
derer to ju stlc e ;"

The m urderer escaped- under 
the cover of darkness, the prisoner 
making his escape at the same tim e, 
following bis rescuer. There is no 
i. xpressed conjecture as to the perpe­ 
trator of this awful deed. The re­ 
mains of the m urdered inau "were 
carefully placed in' a neat^'casket by . 
Idnd hands, and, w ith"hi'á money, 
ratch and other effects, were con­ 
signed to his bereaved fam ily In 
Louisiana.

gar Inn, the Tredegar steel plant, as 
it will appear when completo; the 
public square, Francis avenue, bird’s 
eye view of Tredegar from the steel 
plant, manganese ore bed, Tredegar 
National Bank, the big spring, Trede­ 
gar from Mounam View and ie.si- 
dence of Gen. Burke. The big spring 
Illustration is most obarming. 
The book treats first of the mate­ 
ria! development along the East Ten­ 
nessee lino, and then particularly of 
th e resources of Tredegar and the 
development now going on 
here.

The United States senatorial ques­ 
tion is the absorbing topic among 
the politicians, great and small. 
Both Democrats and 
Eepublicans

fought. The contest is so close, in 
fact, th at a mistake either way might 
decide the victory. 
lu many re- 
sjieets the situation resembles tbe 
exciting political scenes when Logan 
and Jlorrison were struggling for the 
mastery. I t was the death of a De­ 
mocratic representative and a still 
hunt on the part of the Eepublicans, 
resulting in tbe election of their man 
in a strong Democratic district, that 
carried the day for Logan. 
The 
same sharp practices will be put in 
operation, necessitating the closest 
watch by both parties. 
That both 
sides are fully alive to the situation 
there is.no room for .doubt. As the 
situation now stands the Eepubli­ 
cans have 27 votes in the Senate and 
the Democrats 24, while in the House 
the Eepublicans have 73, the Demo­ 
crats 77 and the Farm ers’ Alliance 3.

But 
should t-nm Eepublicans vote or two 
of the farmers vote on a ballot for 
Senator, an election would take 
place. On the other hand, if only 99 
Democrats and 100 Eepublicans ■were 
present at tim e of a joint ballot for 
Senator, and three or more Demo­ 
crats and all the Eepublicans should 
vote, a Eepublican -would be elected. 
Again, if all the Eepublicans and the 
three farmers, but no Democrat or a 
minority of the Democrats were pres­ 
ent when the roll was called aud all 
the Eepublicans and the farmers 
should vote a Eepublican would be 
elected. It will then be seen how 
the farmers hold the balance of 
po-wer. If they vote for their own 
candidate the Democrats, by having 
their men outhe field, w iil elect Gen.

1J.4XCR0FT IS DEAD. 


Close or the i.oiig and Uscfal Life of 
üie Historian. 


George Bancroft, the historian, 
died in W ashington on J a n .-17. 
H is death was not due to any dis­ 
ease, but to the gradual failing of 
age.. 
H e tvas born October, 1800. 
The com inunity was greatly shock­ 
ed this_ evening by the news that 
George Bancroft, the venerable his­ 
torian, was dead. It had been re­ 
alized that Air. Bancroft could hard­ 
ly survive m uch longer the increas­ 
ing infirm ities incident to his ex­ 
trem e «ge, hut he has been in cheer­ 
ful spirita and .apparently better 
health this year since his return from 
N ewport, than for several seasen:s 
past, so that his death was sudden 
and unexpected to all save a few in- 
tiihate friends, who knew of the at­ 
tack of illness w hich carried him off. 
H is.death occurred at 3:30 o ’clock 
th is afternoon. The end was quiet 
and peaceful, and came after a perio,i 
of - unconsciousness 
lasting about 
tw enty-four hours.- 
H e was in fine health and spirits 
had ail excellent appetite and good 
faculty for sleep until last week, 
■when he caught a slight cold. He 
had alw ays lived carefully but gener­ 
ously, and had said repeatedly within 
the last six weeks that he had never 
slep t better nor had a better appetite. 
Notwithatand his cold, he con­ 
tinued to seek outdoor exercise every 
day until Thursday, w hen he took to 
h is, bed as a matter of precaution.' 
H is whole illness was less than three 
.'days., H é failed rapidly yesterday, 
and bepame unconscious in the after­ 
noon, in w hich he remained until the 
end. ■ ■

One ball penetrated bis breast at the 
right nipple, tihe,i other took- off the 
index-flnger oí iiis left hand. 
Mr. F ugett’is the only child of 
Judge Warder, and is shot in the 
thigh, a very dnugerous wound. 
From fhe evidence at the coroner’s 
inquest, it appears that Judge W ar­ 
der came homb at 1 o’clock in a very 
drunken cou-djíion, and went to Mr. 
and -Mrs. S u i t ’s room, where the 
Ahoot'ing took i^iace as soon as he en­ 
tered. 
Mr. and Mrs. Fugett lived with 
Judge and Mfé. Warder, on College 
street.' There were seven shots fired, 
five by Judge* Warder and two by 
Fugett.

, It is said Mra. Fugett was the flvst 
person' shot,- aiiid Fugett then fell 
dead, shot thirugh the heart.

19, ’91, 
A book ! hat w ill eaiise a .great deal 
of exciteraeut in ■_ .literary, social, 
and political circles is soon to be is­ 
sued ill this city.; : It is entitled 
“Jefferaou 
Davis, 
c.x-President of 
the Confedérale; States; A Memoir 
by his W ife.” 
Ever since the death of the cham­ 
pion of the Lost Cause, Mrs. Davis 
has had repeated and flattering of­ 
fers from publisher» -ail over the 
country to write a history of the in­ 
ner life of the Confederacy, and es- 
peciallj' of the fam ily and the man 
him self who was such -a prominent 
leader in that great movem ent. 
On­ 
ly a year before his death Jefferson 
D avis began to write his own auto­ 
biography. 
H e was so weak from 
illness that he was compelled to dic­ 
tate the matter to a friend. But even 
then he was unable to get through 
w ith more than au 
introductory 
chapter. From this point his wife 
has taken up-the thread of the story 
and the result is two large volumea 
containing over 1,700' pages. 
AYhi.le 
a Lieutenant, D avis fell in love with 
and married Miss Octavia Taylor, a 
daughter of Gen. Zachary 'faylor. 
The latter strenuously opposed the 
match, but his anger was turned to 
grief soon after, when his daughter, 
after being married a year, died. 
From this union there was one child, 
who is also dead. 


H IS SECOND M A RRIA G E. 
After his return from the Mexican 
war Mr. Davis went to his home in 
M ississippi, where he met Miss "Ya- 
rina H ow ell, of N ew Jersey. 
A l­ 
though born iu the 
North, Miss 
H ow ell’s sympathies were all with 
the South and the old home of her 
ancestors, 
jffer beauty and w it cap­ 
tivated the bronzed hero of the M ex­ 
ican war, and a year after they were 
married. Davis was at that time 
about forty-one years of'ago, and 
Miss H ow ell considerably younger. 
Mrs. Davis’s attachment to her 
husband bordered on idolatry; nor 
did she le.ss warmly espouse the 
cause which he championed. Since, 
his death she has always signed her 
lett rs and other documents to which 
it was necessary to affix her signa­ 
ture 'Yerve Jefferson D acis.or ryidow 
of Jefferson Davis, A ll through the 
_;^yiug days of the civil war Mrs. 
Da-yis was the constant companion 
of her-husband and did much to 
lighten the many burdens laid upon 
him indiscriminately 'by friend and 
foe alike. 
B y his last marriage Mr. Davis had 
four children, two of whom are dead 
Of ihe remaining two, Miss .NVinnie 
Davis, who was born in Richmond 
at the close off the tvar, and who has 
become famous as the “Daughter of 
the Confederacy,” is best known. 
She is a beautiful girl, of an ex­ 
tremely lova'ole disposition, and is 
the constant comi'anion of her mo­ 
ther. -Not long ago her engagement 
to be married was announced, but 
ow ing to declining health the match 
was broken off. 
The other daughter married Mr. 
H ayes, forinerly of Memphis, but 
now a Coloraao banker. As Jeffer­ 
son Davis left no male descendant 
her son is expected to perpetuate his 
name. W hen the boy .was born the 
State of Mississippi, by an act of the. 
Legislature, changed his uaino to 


D avis; so the boy is now known as 
Jefferson Kayes-Davis, 


IIIS VIN D ICA TION . 
The era is closed, the cause is lost, 
but tuu people reiiiaiu and revere the 
memory, and mourn him dead, whom 
living, they delighted to honor. 
It 
18 for them that I write this memoir 
aud 
Vindication. 
In vindicating 
him I also vindicate them, for he 
spent his long life in their service, 
and was rewarded with their love 
and confidence from his cradle to his 
grave. In the doing of the sacred 
task I shall endeavor to be guided by 
the spirit that inspired him during 
his whole life; a spirit of unyield­ 
ing devotion to truth and duty, o'f 
u iico in pro mising antagon ism aga i nst 
ail assailants of justice, without re­ 
gard to their prejudices or their num­ 
bers, but mindful of the fact that 
every opponent, even to the death, is 
not necessarily an enemy, and that 
sincerity of belief is entitled to re­ 
spect, even, when 
found 
arrayed 
against us, I shall endeavor to do ex­ 
act and equal justice to the antagon­ 
ists of the Southj’as Aveil as to her 
leaders; ‘naught to extenuate nor set 
down aught to m alice.’ If I fail, it 
w ill be because my' love for the 
Southern 
people 
and 
their T,ost 
Cause aud leader may uusconsoiously 
influence m y judgm ent of the men 
and beliefs that were arrayed in 
deadly conflict during the war be­ 
tween the States.” 
The accompanying picture of Jef­ 
ferson Dauis is taken from a portrait 
in the possession of Mrs. Davis, and 
is iier fai’orite picture of her late hu.s- 
band. 
The early chapters of Mrs. D avis’s 
book are devoted to the early life of 
her husband and his ancestors, who 
oarne from W ales and located at 
i ’hiJadelphia. 
There 
were 
three 
brothers, and the youngest of these, 
E vans Davis, removed to Georgia, 
tiien a colony of Great Britain. H e 
married a ’.vidow named Emory and 
had one sou,'Samuel Davis, father of 
Jefferson Davis. 
Mrs; Davis quotes Jefferson Davis 
as lia'viug described his father and 
i'l'.other in the follow ing language: 
“During his service in South Caro­ 
lina m y father met. m y mother, and 
after the ivar they Avere married. 
Her maiden name was Jane Cook. 
She Avas of Scotcl'-Irish' descent, and 
was noted for her beauty aud sprightr 
liiiess.cr mjpd.. She had a gmceful, 
poetic mind, -Avhiclh, w ith much of 
her personal beauty, she retained to 
e.xtreuie old age. M y father also was 
nausiially handsome, and the ae- 
c-oiiiplished horseman his early life 
among the ‘mouuled m en’of Georgia 
naturally made him. H e was a man 
of wonderful physical activity.” 
“The last time I saw my father he 
was 04 years of age. H e was about 
to moiiut a tail and restless horse, so 
that it was diflleuitfor him to put his 
foot in the stirrup.?.'Suddenly he 
vaulted from the ground into the 
satldle w ithout any assisiauce. He 
was usually grave and of a stoical 
character, and of such sound judg­ 
m ent that his opinions were a law to 
his children, and quoted by them 
long after he had gone to his final 
rest, aud Avhen th ey were growing 
old.” 
In the other chapters of the book 
Mrs. D avis enters into the private 
aud public life of the fam ily, and an- 
SAvora the attacks that have been 
made upon her husband in his sev­ 
eral capacities. The social life of the 
Confederacy is also described w ith 
rcat minuteness, and as Mrs. Davis 
was such a prominent figure in that 
sphere, her \vords w ill be read Avith 
interest, especially a.s it contains 
much matter that is new. 
Mrs. Da\-is is living in N ew York 
this winter with her daughter W in­ 
nie, who is quite ill. 


The Tliird Faity. 
H on. AVm. S. McAhnitcr, Alliance 
State Lecturer of Mississippi, who 
was a delegate to the late Ocala con­ 
vention, says:'

J jir a r JifípuJtU r.nn ■— rh e L e g ls la tu fO 
m et j'esterday and both houses went 
»t once to work as if there had been 
a® interruption of the session. To­ 
day was, given up almost wliolJyin 
both houses to debate. In the House 
the disturbing question 
w.as 
Mr. 
Adams’ bill for the ennalisatioa of 
•alarles.of. State officers, Th nesaed 
the House by .a vote of abost fifty 
yeas to about thirty nays. It raises 
some of the salaries and decreases 
others. 
The railroads gain about 
$3,SOO in saving on the salaries of 
Railroad Commissioners, under the 
bill, but the State will pay some few 
hundred dollars more than it has 
been ¿oing.' In view of this state of 
facts it la difficult to see where the 
State is to bcbenefittcd, and theory 
of ecoaonsy and reform, under which 
it was put through the House, was 
misleading. Some of the State offl 
cers do more work than others, and 
aome have to make heavy bonds, 
while others :do not, and at first 
blush it appears unfair to place all of 
them nam ed in the hill on an equal­ 
ity as to p ay .' I have not read the 
bill, as it only came into the Senate 
to-day, but from what I have heard 
of it, it appears to be just neitlier to 
the people of the State nor to the offl-; 
cers affected : by it. This is not the 
bill, by the same gentleman, which 
proposes to deal w ith the fees of pro­ 
bate judges. 
I n the .Senate the day was almost 
w holly consumed 4n a discussion of 
a constitutional am endment allow­ 
ing the Ijéglslature to perm it the 
counties to levy a tax of one-fifth of 
one per cent., or 20 cents on the Í100, 
for road- purposes. 
The measure 
finally passed by a vote of twenty- 
one yeas to seven nays. I t w ill have 
to be submitted to the people, if it 
passes the House, at the liext general 
election, for adoption or rejection! 
Speaking of the Constitution reminds 
me th at the Committee on Constitu­ 
tional Amendments, etc., have de- 
term lnded to have no meeting until 
it is known w hether the Force, biil 
will pass the Federal Congress. If 
th a t infamous measure passes Con­ 
gress the committee w ill no doubt 
* t once subm it a bill calling a consti­ 
tutional convention, and to such a 
hill there w ill b elittle opposition in 
either House. The convention would 
m eet as soon as may be and put such 
qualifications upon suffrage as would 
forever keep the State in the hands 
of the w hite race. If Mr. H oar and 
other negro phobists of Congress suc­ 
ceed in their measure, they will dis- 
fraachiae “many negroes who now are 
allowed to vote freely and undis­ 
turbed, if they do not deprive the 
negro, in great measure, of the edu­ 
cational facilities now offered him by 
the State at the expense of the white 
people. If the negroes could, know 
w hat direful results this Force bill 
had in store for them, they would 
pray every day that it m ight fail of 
passage; and they would publicly 
horsewhip the white hounds in the 
South who are urging its passage 
from no higher motive than to be 
certified into some miserable office by 
the supple ministers of the law. 
I t is every way desirable that Ala­ 
bam a should be properly represented 
at the W orld’s F air in Chicago, but 
so strong is the feeling here against 
the Force bill that Senator Milner, 
representing the richest mineral dis­ 
trict in the South, interposed an ob­ 
jection to a measure looking to such 
representation until it can he known 
th a t we are not to have the Force 
bill, and the Senate sustained him 
unanim ously. 
If that bill passes 
Congress the South will likely re­ 
m ain at home and let them have 
their W orld’s F air all by themselves. 
■We w ill guard our alters and keep 
the spark of liberty alive until such 
lim e as the sense of justice of the 
whole country wipes the iusult from 
the statute books. IE the bill fails 
the South will be at the tVorld’s 
F air “ by a big m ajority,’’ full, of 
hope, proud of its display of wonder­ 
ful resources and brimming ' over 
w ith good vvill for the peopie of every 
nook and corner of this broad Union. 
The bill is designed not so much to 
help the negro politically or to chock 
Southern development, and it may 
be the supporters of the bill would be 
glad to see the South not represented 
in the display. Re this as it may, 
their bill w.lil not pormauentiy crip­ 
ple the South. God has placed in­ 
finite treasure in her bosom. The 
world has caught a glimpse of its sur­ 
passing richness and the greed oí 
m an will develop it, though a th.ou- 
sand Force bills stood in the way 
and the South was again a barbarous 
waste. A ll we have to do is to wait 
and be patient. Our political and in­ 
dustrial and commercial independ­ 
ence of other sections of the Union 
th a t would oppress us is as certain as 
that God rules, the 
universe and 
orders the footsteps of men. 
The H ouse w ill soon be holding 
two sessions a day, and work will be 
rapidly dispatched. 
Several bills 
from Jacksonvilleand Anniston have 
been introduced in the House and 
Senate since the Legislature recon­ 
vened. The bill to provide for change 
of nam e of Jacksonville by election 
leaves the whole m atter of ordering 
an election w ith the town council, 
and gives them a year in which to do 
so. I t is understood if the town pro­ 
gresses on lines marked out tnc- clc-c- 
tlon Win bs ordered, otherwise net 
Them ore several bill? from 


county on House calendar, and Mr. 
Cooper w ill secure their papsage at 
the earliest practicable moment. 
Resolution of the County Alliance 
and very numerously signed peti­ 
tions from all parts of the county 
have been received here against the 
extension,of the jurisdiotion of the 
Anniston city court, and It is not at 
all likely that the bill can -iiass 
either house in the laoe of tnese pro­ 
tests. It still rests in the House com­ 
mittee where Mr. Cooper left it until 
the people could be beard from dur­ 
ing recess. Both Senator and Repre­ 
sentative feel,that the people’s,, wd I 
should govern in a-m atter of local 
legislation like this, and, ivhatever 
may bo their opinion as to the merits 
or dem ents of the bill, they are w ill­ 
ing th at the bill should take that 
course desired by the people. 
Mr. Cooper and I are rooming at 
the M erchant’s Hotel, where we are 
very comEortauly fixed, and wliore 
we will be glad to welcome any of 
our Calhoun friends who may come 
to the city during the session.

Mr. Cleveland is a aelf-poised, self- 
contained, self-reliant man, with a 
surplus of self-confidence; and he 
has a resolute, sturdy, ppsitive, and

purposes. H e did not take into his 
confidence the leaders of his party, 
so many of whom Avere older and 
more experienced in public affairs 
than himself, nor even seem to do so 
by free and full consultation w ith 
them. He was often unnecessarily 
frank in intercourse w ith those who 
were entitled to' the most kindly 
consideration at his hands and not 
infrequently gave needless offense 
when the soundest policy and the 
plainest duty alike prompted con­ 
ciliation, concession and generous 
solicitation .of friendly feeling. H e 
is not magnetic, and it often hap­ 
pened that he repelled and wounded 
those who desired to render him ser­ 
vice in the great office he filled.

Th e long and busy life of America’s 
great historian closed in ■Washing­ 
ton, D. C., last Saturday. It was a 
life full of useful labors and well- 
earned honors. From the outset of 
his career he was a devoted and 
painstaking student of history, and 
accumulated vast stores of knowl­ 
edge that in after years were abun­ 
dantly utilized. 
Mr. Bancroft was 
not a historian alone. H e had filled 
positions of high trust in the service 
of his country. H e was a stanch 
friend of 
American institutions, 
honoring them by his life and ivorks; 
a lover of his country and a defender 
of the faith on ivhich its foundations 
rest, in all respects an admirable as 
well as gifted citizen, his death re 
moves one of the most conspicuous 
and central figure-s of the century.

bought and coined more than before; 
and gold has not been driven out of 
circulation, or expelled from 
the 
country. The silver since issued in 
coin or certificates, incteasing by so 
much the current money of the 
realm, has averted the crisis and all 
the awlui consequences w hich he 
predicted as the inevitable and ne­ 
cessary result of more s ilv e r.H e is 
not yet converted to broader views, 
though it is said he is now of opinion 
that a man may be a go(S3 democrat 
and favor the free coinage of silver. 


If the silver question be now set­ 
tled by airee coinage bill, and the 
que.stion be thus taken out of politics, 
Mr. Cleveland's tarifT message and 
tariff record ivill make him the most 
available, and the only^ certainly 
available candidate for 1892. B ut if 
this question is left open, or be re­ 
opened again after the present set­ 
tlem ent, his nomination next year 
would invite certain and sum m ary 
defeat.

For the issue he compelled 
the party to make, by an act which 
made himself on a great economic 
question the platform of the party 
for the time being, once raised will 
down no more until free trade shall 
become the settled policy of the 
United States. His defeat was fol­ 
lowed by the M cK inley' bill, for 
which the favored classes stipulated 
before they furnished the money that 
brought it about; and that has made 
plain to a!! men what so m any were 
slow to learn—that a tariff is a tax.

Irifteen or tw enty years ago,' when 
this w'as a. wild and remote frontier, 
the m atrimonial bark in these parts 
differed from her sister of the older 
States, just as ships built iu Hol­ 
land m ight differ from the ships of 
old Spain. ■ 
Back ’E ast she. was a heavy and

They 
were “ strangers in these parts;” and 
one fellow, seeing her only a squaw, 
and alone, walked insolently toward 
the corral,, without eyen taking the 
trouble to unsling the gun' from his 
back.

telling them not 
guns, but to 


that, and in less than a -year there 
was a separation, a divorce; the 
ranche and cattle were sold and the 
money divided between them, dol­ 
lar for dollar.. 
They were now fifty rnd fiit3’-flve 
respectively. 
She had no chick nor child of her 
own, and no disposposition to invest 
in another husband. 
She took her 
•t.SO.OOO and bought property in a new 
town near the rancho; and, from 
the income it yielded, her, subse­ 
quently started a small horse ranche 
where she raises a fine class of grad­ 
ed horses. 
H e lives about forty 
miles out on a cattle ranche, and 
whenever they meet casually, in 
town,, there is a friendly h'Jsiness 
conversation. 
If she ever needs 
mone3' for any of her enterprises it ia 
to him she applies—and always gets 
it, too. 
Old Pard made different use of his 
liberty. Having been surfeited, it is 
to be supposed, w ith tne. kind of 
mate he had had, be went to the op­ 
posite extreme, and w ithin a year af­ 
ter the divoice married a pretty 15 
year old Mexican girl of the better 
class, with great liquid eyes, flash­

Exciting Time in the Senate.

Correspondence Birm ingham Age-HcraM . 
Montgomery, Jan. 24.—In the sen­ 
ate the bill came up for extending 
the usefulness and efficiency of the 
geological and agricultural survey, 
amongst other features of the bill 
there being an appropriation of $10,- 
000. 
The discussion of the m atter 
gave rise to the stormiest scene of 
tho session. Mr. W iley attacked the 
bill, saying that it was for the benefit 
of railroad corporations, land syndi­ 
cates, and owners of m ineral prop­ 
erty. H e reflected on the congres­ 
sional grants of lands to railroads, 
and then went on to say that the 
farmers of Alabama were opposed to 
the proposed appropriation of $10,- 
000. They did not -wish to see the 
legislature plunging its hands into 
the treasury and taking out money 
for such a purpose. I t didn’t do the 
farmers any good. 
The congress, 
-with leaning to paternal government, 
had voted away to alien owners 20,-' 
000,000 acres of the public domain, 
and had neglected the farmers. 
Mr. G rant asked Mr. 
name anything which the' farmers 
had asked lor and hadn’ t got. 
“They have asked you for bread 
and you have given them a stone,” 
replied Mr. Wiley, and he w ent on 
■with his talk, being interrupted once 
or tVico by Mr. Grant. ; And when 
Mr. G rant got the floor he said that 
“he did not propose to stand there in 
his place and demagogue w ith the 
jieople.” 
Mr. W iley asked if the senator 
m eant to charge him w ith being a 
■demagogue. 
Mr. Grant replied, in effect, th a t if 
the cap fitted Mr. W iley he m ight 
wear it. 
“Then,” replied Mr. W iley, “ if the 
senator charges that I am guilty of 
demageg he states a falsehood, and 
he know» he states that 'which ia 
false.” 
Mr. Grant responded very cooly 
that he had nothing to retract, and 
that he would not he a party to per­ 
sonal abuse on the floor of the senate.

for geological '«jrvey», 
while Alabama had spoat' ob ax 
average but $2,668 a year. '

lando. The surveys are reported to 
the G overnor a t long intervals and 
are scarcely over seen by the m ass of 
th e people. The m ost valuable m in­ 
eral lands along tb e Coosa and W ar­ 
rior rivers, w here these surveys have 
been generally made, have passed 
out of the possession of the original 
ow ners, and gone into th e -h an d s of 
syndicates.
